found necessity of an explanation.” 
The statem ent was In a letter of 
thanks to Senators Caraway of A r­ 
kansas and Mayfield of Texas for 
upholding Estes as a member of 
the governor's staff when the dis­ 
pute got to the United States sen­ 
ate floor. 
The letters were

Colonel Estes of Tyler conferred 
with the governor 
and 
told his 
story. 
Pistes snld th at Secretary W ork 
called him a liar and a Jackass 
when he 
(Estes) questioned the

The efforts of Birch Helms of New' 
York to have President Harding 
and members of his cabinet inter­ 
vene in the Teapot Dome lease 
transaction was described to the

His telegram s to the 
cabinet officers 
said he 
under­ 
stood the plans for development 
of the reserve had th' ¡r approval. 
The witness said Secretary Weeks 
replied th a t “for good reasons” I 
can not become Involved in the 
controversy. 
Mr. Hoover, he said, 
had done all he could about the 
matter. 
There appar. ntly vrai no 
reply from Daugherty. 
Helms was followed on the stand 
hy Senator Lenroot, of Wisconsin, 
who denied Fall’s story th at a sen­ 
ator, a form er senator and a for­ 
mer cabinet officer had induced 
Fall to tell the committee that E. 
B. McLean, Washington publisher, 
had furnished the $109,000 Fall 
got 
from 
E. L. 
Doheny. 
Smoot 
is expected to testify later. 
Len­ 
root said th at Will Hays, former 
postm aster general, was not pres­ 
ent at the interview he and Smoot 
had with Fail, although Lenroot 
had discussed the case with Hays.

Tuesday showed the total prison 
population to be 4.344 up to Mon­ 
day night, which Is 1.425 more 
than when he took office as the 
successor of Governor Miriam A. 
Ferguson. 
During 1926, 
convicts sent to 
prison on liquor charges totaled 
453. 
During 1927 the liquor con­ 
victs numbered 646. 
The prison population Increased 
by 70 from March 31 to Monday 
night. 
Twenty-eight 
of 
these 
came in one group from Dallas.

The W orld W ar came and showed him that 
there were still a few little things to be done 
before perfection would be at hand. Gradually he 
realized th a t the m illenium was a long way off. 
But even now, in the bark of his mind, Is the 
idea that It will be reached, sooner or later. He 
still is confident that some day all of our prob­ 
lems w ill be Ironed out smoothly, although he 
no longer believes that, he w'lll live to see it. 
It is ra th e r astonishing, in a way, that 
we 
should look for a golden age in years to come. 
There Is so much to be done. None of us will e'e. 
see more th a n a very m inor improvement made. 
We will not be here to enjoy the Utopia for which 
we are w orking, nor will our children’s children. 
Why, then, do we upset ourselves so about It? 
It seems to be born in us, p a rt of an heritage 
we cannot slough off. Most of us are not very ad­ 
mirable. We have gross selfishness, timidity, self- 
satisfaction and frivolity woven into our beings. 
But underlyin g them all is this strange, compell­ 
ing yearning to leave the world a better place 
th an we found it; th is desire to do what we can 
to advance the golden age. 
T h a t is the one reason why we can be hope­ 
ful. Our progress may be glacial, but it is genu­ 
ine. We have a rig ht to dream our dreams of a 
dav w hen w ar will he abolished, when poverty 
and crime have been forgotten, when slums do 
not exist, when true freedom reigns everywhere 
and Ignorance is no more. Some day they will come 


true.

NE of the discoveries of the intensive search 
for new uses for cotton will be revealed when 
Uncle Sam’s new currency makes its appearance 
next fall. Following tests by the Bureau of Stan­ 
dards in Washington, the government adopted a 
fabric into whose composition cotton fiber enters 
to the extent of 25 per cent. 


The Bureau of 
Standards 
experiments 
re­ 
vealed that the mixture of 25 per cent cotton 
fabric with linen gives a better product for paper 
currency than the all-linen fabric which has been 
used 
heretofore. The new standard paper cur­ 
rency has high fiber strength as Its distinctive 
feature. Its fibers are not impaired by the print­ 
ing and it has no grain. Its folding strength in 
the two principal directions is more than 5,000 
folds. 


Permanence and durability being factors in 
this new paper, a still wider use than for cur 
rency may be made of them. Two large Insurance 
companies are said to be using this cotton paper 
on which to print their policies. 


Language Of Lights Tells Story 
Of Traffic Tunnel’s Operation 


NEW YORK, 
— A task th at 
even Argus with his hundred eyes 
would have found impossible has 
been made easy 
for 
one 
man, 
thanks to the science of modern 
electrical engineering. 
The Job Is th at 
of supervising 
the operation of the Holland tu n ­ 
nel, the new double tube that con­ 
ducts vehicular traffic under the 
Hudson between New York and 
New Jersey. The man is the con­ 
trol supervisor who, seated in a 
little room 
atop the adm inistra­ 
tion building on the New York side 
reads the story of what is h a p ­ 
pening in the white-tiled tunnel. 
Behind the walls of this under­ 
w ater thoroughfare are 30 miles of 
electric circuits 
connected 
with 
carbon monoxide recorders, traffic 
signals, fire alarms, the ventilating 
system and other 
protective 
d e ­ 
vices 
These circuits, the nerves 
of the tunnel, carry their messages 
to the switchboards which tran s­ 
late into terms intelligible to the 
supervisor the 
tales borne by the 
busy wires. 
So intricate is this invisible m es­ 
senger service th a t the Westing- 
house Electric and Manufacturing 
company, which built the boards, 
had to invent several new devices 
to serve as 
electrical 
watchmen 
safeguarding the motorists 
who 
drives through the tube. 
Ventilation was perhaps the big­ 
gest problem th a t faced the engi­ 
neers. The carbon monoxide re ­ 
leased by the stream of cars that 
could be accommodated 
in 
the 
tubes was the chief 
bogey, 
but 
they overcame this 
hazard 
by 
installing a device th at autom ati­ 
cally records the am ount of this 
deadly gas present in any of the 


fourten sections of the tunnel at 
any time. 
A series of delicate meters set 
on one of the three control boards 
records a continuous graph of the 
purity of the air in each of the 
ventilation divisions. 
Chemical 
analyses of samples of the atm os­ 
phere constantly a r j being made 
in the big tube and the results are 
traced on the meters. 
When the 
concentration reaches a predeter 
mined maximum, a buzzer on the 
board rings and the operator knows 
that a certain section of the tu n ­ 
nel needs more air. He then turns 
a key on the supervisory board, 
thus speeding up a ventilating fan 
or putting 
additional 
fans 
to 
work. 
Hundreds of m lnitaure 
lamps 
distributed over the 42-foot panel 
of the supervisory' control 
board 
tell how each motor and fan In tho 
distant tubes Is functioning. Some 
are keeping watch on the power ca­ 
bles that feed the electrical equip­ 
m ent of the tunnel. Others reveal 
w hether the ventilating sy'stem is 
working properly, w hether the w a­ 
ter pumps are doing their assigned 
tasks and 
w hether 
a 
faraway 
switch is open or closed. 
Traffic control also is recorded 
by lights. Each little red, green or 
white bulb on the third board in 
the control room is a counterpart 
of a "Stop,” "Go," or "Single File 
to the Right’ signal in the tube, and 
the supervisor at his desk can tell 
at a glance w hether the line-of a u ­ 
tomobiles below th e river is mov­ 
ing smoothly or w hether a tie-up 
has oeoured, making possible one- 
man control of w hatever situation 
may arise.

Bet the cold w ater run on the 
affected part for ten minutes bv 
the watch. Then apply dry heat. 
Do this twice a day. 
Build up the general health by 
simple food, fresh air and sunlight. 
In time there will

enough, to fight off the enemy . 
Sometimes pus forms and when 
the sweling comes to a head the 
w orm is expelled.

Lurking Parasite« In Drinking 
W ater 
We think of 
dir^ase 
as being 
caused by a g erm or some other 
invisible or microscopic agent. 
As 
a m atter of fact, worms, some 
of them of considerably size, may 
find their way Into 
the 
human 
body. 
They are as much 
out of placa 
here as a rattlesnake would be In 
a 
dwelling 
house. 
But 
snakes 
sometimes do get 
into primitive 
homes. 
There ar»e many varieties of an i­ 
mal parasites th at find their way 
into man's Intestinal tract. 
The 
most common of these is the ordi­ 
nary 
tapewdrm, growing to 
the 
length of twenty or thirty feet. 
Then th<*re are intestinal worms, 
known as thread worms or round 
worms. 
A most unpleasant visitor 
is the trichina, a worm th a t finds 
Its way right into the muscle tis­ 
sue. 
Today I wish to speak particu­ 
larly of a parasite which is active 
in tropical or semi-tropical coun­ 
tries. 
This form of animal life is 
not satisfied to enter th*> intesti­ 
nal canal of its victim. 
It actual­ 
ly penetrates the blood vessel wall 
and circulates in the binod itself. 
I refer to a worm called filaria 
sanguinis hominis. 
This name in­ 
dicates the nature of the anim al— 
the thread worm of the blood of 
man.
